Republican leader 
keeps job as new 
Congress convenes 

Washington 

A new Congress opened for busi- 
ness Thursday to confront long- 
festering national problems in an 
intensely partisan and crisis-driv- 
en era of government. “The Amer- 
ican dream is in peril ” said House 
Speaker John Boehner, re-elected 
to his post despite a mini-revolt in 
Republican ranks. 

Boehner, who won a second term 
as leader with 220 votes, implored 
the 113th Congress to tackle the 
nation’s heavy burden of debt at 
long last. “We have to be willing — 
truly willing — to make this right.” 

Nine Republicans voted for 
someone other than Boehner, 
one voted present and sever- 
al abstained. Democratic leader 


Nancy Pelosi got 192 votes. 

In the Senate, Vice President 
Joe Biden swore in 12 new mem- 
bers elected in November — eight 
Democrats, three Republicans and 
one independent, former Maine 
Gov. Angus King. Also sworn in 
was Tim Scott of South Carolina, 


who became the first black Repub- 
lican in the Senate in more than 
three decades. 

The Senate will have three His- 
panics — Democratic Sen. Bob 
Menendez of New Jersey, Repub- 
lican Sen. Marco Rubio of Flori- 
da and one of the new members. 


Meanwhile ... 

The new Congress still faces the 

ideological disputes that plagued 
the dysfunctional 112th Congress, 
one of the least productive in more 
than 60 years. Aside from tackling 
the debt, also on the two-year agen- 
da is the first significant effort at 
an overhaul of the tax code in more 
than a quarter century.

Feds reach deal with

New Orleans 

The Justice Department reached a 
$1.4 billion settlement Thursday 
with Transocean Ltd., the owner 
of the drilling rig that sank after 
an explosion killed 11 workers and 
spawned the massive 2010 oil spill 
in the Gulf of Mexico. 

The proposed settlement 
resolves the department’s civil 
and criminal investigations of 
Transocean’s role in the Deepwa- 
ter Horizon rig disaster. It requires 
the Switzerland-based company to 
pay $1 billion in civil penalties and

The amount BP PLC, which leased 
Deepwater Horizon from Trans- 
ocean, already has agreed to pay 
in penalties; it also agreed to plead 
guilty to manslaughterand other 
criminal charges.

$400 million in criminal penalties 
and plead guilty to a misdemeanor 
charge of violating the Clean Water 
Act, according to a court filing. 

The deal, which is subject to a 
federal judge’s approval, also calls 
for Transocean to implement a series 
of operational safety and emergency 
response improvements on its rigs. 

“This resolution of criminal 
allegations and civil claims against 


Transocean brings us one signif- 
icant step closer to justice for the 
human, environmental and eco- 
nomic devastation wrought by 
the Deepwater Horizon disaster,” 
Attorney General Eric Holder said 
in a statement. 

Transocean said it believes the 
settlement is in the best interest of 
its shareholders and employees and 
eliminates “much of the uncertain- 
ty associated with the accident.” 

“This is a positive step for- 
ward, but it is also a time to 
reflect on the 11 men who lost 
their lives aboard the Deepwater 
Horizon,” the company said in a 
statement. “Their families con- 
tinue to be in the thoughts and 
prayers of all of us at Transocean.”

Caracas, Venezuela 

President Hugo Chavez is due to 
be sworn in for a new term in less 
than a week and his closest allies 
still aren’t saying what they plan 
to do if the ailing leader is unable 
to return from a Cuban hospital to 
take the oath of office. 

The government has provided 
few details but describes Chavez’s 
condition, after complications from a 
respiratory infection following can- 
cer surgery last month, as “delicate.” 

His health has raised questions 
ahead of the Jan. 10 swearing-in, 
including whether the inaugura- 
tion could legally be postponed and 
what will happen if Chavez can’t 
begin his new term.

But as of Thursday, the plans of 
Chavez’s allies remained a mystery. 

The Venezuelan Constitution 
says the presidential oath should 
be taken Jan. 10 before the National 
Assembly, and officials have raised 
the possibility that Chavez might 
not be well enough to do that. 

Chavez said before his surgery 
that if his illness prevented him 
from office, Maduro should finish 
his current term and be his par- 
ty’s candidate in a new election. 

Opposition leaders have argued 
that Chavez seems no longer fit to 
continue as president and have 
demanded that a new election be 
held within 30 days if he isn’t in 
Caracas on inauguration day. 

Some of the brewing disagree- 
ments could begin to be aired Sat- 
urday, when the National Assem- 
bly convenes to select legislative 
leaders.

Missing Man’s Body Found in NW

Michael Poe’s father was outwalk- 
ing the streets of Adams Morgan 
on Wednesday night, handing out 
yellow fliers with pictures of his 
red-haired son, trying to find the 
young man who had disappeared 
while celebrating New Year’s. 

A woman living on a nearby 
street recognized the young man — 
she had seen him on her roof a cou- 
ple of hours after midnight Tuesday. 

That led to the discovery of Poe’s 
body Wednesday night, 50 feet 
down a ventilation shaft wedged 
between a strip of four-story town- 
houses in the 1800 block of Bilt- 
more Street NW and an apartment 
building near the trendy entertain- 
ment district. 

D.C. police confirmed the iden- 


tity of the 23-year-old from Clarks- 
burg, Md., on Thursday and said 
that the cause of death is pending 
an autopsy. Investigators were also 
trying to determine how Poe made 
it to the roof There is no indication 
of foul play, police said.

Water-Pipe Breaks 
Decrease in Region 


Lowest count in six 
years is attributed to 
mild winter weather 

Washington 

Topsy-turvy temperatures in 
November and a cold snap in late 
December led to a spike in water 
main breaks across the Washing- 
ton region, but a relatively warm 
year overall helped keep the total 
number of breaks for 2012 to the 
lowest count in six years. 

By year-end, 2,211 pipes had bro- 
ken or leaked in the District and 
Fairfax, Montgomery and Prince 
George’s counties, according to 
figures provided by local utilities. 
That amounted to 20 fewer breaks 
regionwide than in 2011 and near- 
ly 900 fewer breaks than in 2007. 

Of course, that didn’t lessen the 
misery for people who were stuck 
in traffic backups when bursting 
mains tore open roads or were left 
temporarily without drinking water. 


The new year’s frigid tempera- 
tures are weakening pipes, includ- 
ing a broken main that snarled the 
Thursday morning commute on 
Wisconsin Avenue through Chevy 
Chase, Md. 

“It all amounts to any signifi- 
cant shift in weather,” said Wash- 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com- 
mission spokesman I.J. Hudson. 
“Any change in temperature dra- 
matically increases stress on pipes. 

Water utility officials say they 
welcome fewer breaks overall but 
that it’s too early to declare a trend. 

Several theorized that relatively 
mild autumns and winters in the 
past couple of years have prevented 
a repeat of the spike seen in 2010, 
when nearly 3,000 mains across 
the region burst or sprung a leak 
during a particularly cold winter. 

“The rehab work is probably 
helpful at the margins, but the most 
helpful factor is the weather,” said 
George Hawkins, general manag- 
er of DC Water, katherine shaver

Feeling a Rush Again 


NFL’s 2012 season puts 
value back into having 
an elite rushing attack 

NFL 

The popularization of “running back by 
committee” and success of late-round 
and undrafted backs has lessened the 
perceived value of the position. 

But 2012 has rejuvenated the impor- 
tance of having an elite rushing attack. 

The top three rushers in the league 
— Adrian Peterson, Alfred Morris and 
Marshawn Lynch — and six of the top- 
10 backs are in the playoffs. 

That’s quite a change of pace from 
recent history. Prior to this season, the 
league’s leading rusher hadn’t made the 
playoffs since 2008. And the top back’s 


Super Bowl drought is much longer — 
the Broncos’ Terrell Davis was the last 
to win a title in 1998. 

In fact, the worst rushing team in 
the entire league has gone on to the 
Super Bowl three of the past four sea- 
sons, including last year’s champion 
New York Giants. 

Well, that won’t happen again this 
year. The league’s worst rushing team, 
the Arizona Cardinals, didn’t come close 
to making the postseason. 

The resurgence of a running game 
can be attributed to more than just the 
value of having a reliable back. Across 
the NFL, teams are utilizing mobile 
quarterbacks in the run game. 

The Redskins-Seahawks game Sun- 
day epitomizes the new-look NFL with 
rookie quarterbacks Robert Griffin 
III and Russell Wilson. Griffin set the 


rookie rushing record for a quarter- 
back with 815 yards, and Wilson added 
489 yards on the ground. Add in sec- 
ond-year quarterback Colin Kaeper- 
nick, who rushed for 415 yards for the 
playoff-bound 49ers, and the future of 
the league has a completely different 
look than the prototypical drop -back, 
pocket passer. 

It’s fun to run again, and offensive 
coordinators aren’t limiting their 
creativity to the passing game. The 
zone-read option — a college-football 
staple once believed to be ineffective 
against the NFL’s quick and super- 
sized defenses — is utilized by three 
postseason teams. 

Now it’s time to see how this new 
style translates to the postseason, start- 
ing with Sunday’s showdown at FedEx

In a normal football season, one 
without transcendent performanc- 
es from rookie quarterbacks and 
stunning comebacks from play- 
ers with fused necks and shredded 
knees, Alfred Morris’ story would 
be legendary.

“A lot of the rent increases we’ve 
seen in recent years have been 
attributed to — or blamed on — 
rising utility costs,” says Joel Cohn, 
legislative director for the D.C. Office 
of the Tenant Advocate (Ota.dc.gov). 

To cut costs, start by turning your 
thermostat down a few notches this 
winter, putting in high-efficiency 
bulbs such as LEDs or compact 
fluorescents and unplugging small 
kitchen appliances and computers 
when they’re not in use. Even the 
smallest steps can make a difference. 

If you want to make a significant 
difference in your bills, talk to your 
landlord. The factors that have the 
largest impact — a well-insulated 
home, energy-efficient appliances — 
are out of renters’ hands. 

“Whatever the tenant can do 
is minimal compared to what the 
landlord can do,” Cohn says. “That 
would be a great discussion for tenants 
to engage management in for mutual 
benefit.” 

Watch Those 
Hidden Fees 

Is the rent you pay noticeably more 
than what you thought your monthly 
payment was going to be when you 
signed your lease? 

Lots of renters have to tack extra 
fees onto their checks — amenities 
fees, parking fees, pet fees. They add 
up quickly. 

The obvious way to cut is to 
determine what you can live without: 
A car? A puppy? A downtown address? 

If your cat and Toyota are as 
necessary to you as breathing, you 
can still cut down on fees by renting 



What’s Rent Control? 

If you’re Looking for a new place in 2013, you could save by 
looking for a place that falls under D.C.'s rent-control laws. 

In the District, if your building is rent controlled, that nneans 
your landlord can raise rent only according to a fornnula that 
depends on the inflation rate. Generally, the nnaxinnunn rent 
increase allowed is the percentage increase in the Consunner 
Price Index — which measures inflation — plus 2 percent. With 
some exceptions, the total increase can’t exceed 10 percent. 

If you’re disabled or 62 years old or older, your rent can only 
increase as much as the Consumer Price Index does, with a 
maximum increase of 5 percent. 

In the District, most units fall under rent control — with a 
slew of exceptions. Some of the most common exceptions 
include: units built after 1975, units owned by landlords who 
own four or fewer properties, units that are subsidized by the 
district or federal government, and units that were vacant 
when the act took effect in 1985. 

You’ll have less luck looking for rent control outside D.C. 
Virginia and Maryland don’t have rent-control laws, although 
the city of Takoma Park does. Montgomery County publishes a 
“voluntary rent guideline" for landlords every year, which they 
can choose to abide by or not. b.m.

“They don’t ask for as much 
money,” says LeiYana Stevenson, a 
Realtor at City Chic Real Estate who 
specializes in helping clients find 
rentals (Leiyanastevenson.com).

deposits for your pet that you don’t 
get back.” 

Find Out About 
Your Future Costs 

Here’s a resolution for anyone moving 
to a new apartment this year: Before 
you sign the lease, find out not just 
how much the rent and fees are now 
but how much they are likely to be in 
the future. 

A 2006 law in D.C. requires 
landlords to tell prospective renters if 
the unit is rent- controlled, about any 
fees the renter has to pay, and about 
any housing violations issued in the 
previous year. Crucially, the same law 
requires landlords of rent- controlled 
buildings to tell applicants if they’re 
trying to get their building un-rent- 
controlled. If the landlord is granted 
an exemption from the rent-control 
law, those tenants will be in for a huge 
rent increase. 

If you are considering living in 
a building that is not under rent 
control, ask how much the rent 
typically increases each year. Many 
large management companies have 
a standard increase across all units. 

The 2006 D.C. law requires 
landlords to tell applicants about other 
fees, including the nonrefundable 
application fee, the amount of the 
initial security deposit and the interest 
rate the security deposit will earn. 

Which brings us to ... 

Ask Where Your 
Security Deposit Is 

Many renters are so happy to get even 
part of their security deposit back when 
they move out that they don’t realize 
it’s been accruing interest in the bank 
— and they’re entitled to it. 

“The tenant historically hasn’t 


known what the interest is,” Cohn says. 
“They get some nominal amount, and 
they find out later it was earning much 
more interest.” 

D.C.’s 2006 rent-control disclosure 
law sought to correct that by requiring 
landlords to tell you up front how 
much interest your security deposit 
will accrue.

If you never found out, this is the 
year to ask. You could be in for a little 
extra cash down the road. 

Buy Renters Insurance 

This one may seem counterintuitive 
— after all, how is buying something 
a way to save money? 

Renters insurance costs a few 
dollars in the short term — typically 
less than $200 a year. But if you end up 
needing it, it can save you thousands. 

As Realtor Stevenson says: “You 
never know.” 

Some types of damage aren’t 
covered by the owner. For example, 
some leases stipulate that the owner of 
the unit is not responsible for damage 
from outside the unit. 

“If someone left their bath 
water running upstairs and it 
came down, you want to have 
renters insurance,” Stevenson says.

Why Apartments Have 
Inefficient Appliances 


Rental Landlords have 
fewer incentives to buy 
Energy Star appliances 

utilities 

Economists puzzle over why more peo- 
ple don’t invest in energy- efficiency 
measures that save money over the long 
run. One explanation is that the incen- 
tives at work can sometimes be skewed. 


Lucas Davis and David Levine 
of UC Berkeley explain that people 
who rent apartments tend to have 
fewer energy-efficient appliances 
than those who own their homes. 

Why? Think about the incen- 
tives at work. A homeowner can 
spend a bit more money upfront 
to purchase an efficient refriger- 
ator and enjoy slightly lower elec- 
tricity bills over time. Many home- 
owners make that trade. 



Things are different in a rental unit. 
The landlord is usually the one pur- 
chasing the appliance. But the tenant 
is often paying the electricity bills. So 
landlords don’t have nearly as much 
incentive to buy, say, an Energy Star 
fridge or dishwasher. 

True, the landlord could buy the 
costlier appliances and charge high- 
er rent. But as Levine notes, poten- 
tial renters are less likely to pay high- 
er rents for energy efficiency because 
they don’t have solid information that 
it will translate into lower bills. 

As a result, a 2010 paper by Davis 
found that rented apartments have 
about half as many Energy Star appli- 
ances as homes do. That’s true even if 
you control for income, demographics. 


The Numbers 

The rates of ownership of more effi- 
cient Energy Star appliances are higher 
in homes than in rental units, according 
to a 2009 Energy Department survey.

What’ll be the food trend in 2013? 

Korean is one, and regional Mex- 
ican food. At-home fermentation, 
from brewing your own beer to 
making sauerkraut, will be a trend. 
People are pickling carrots in their 
sleep, so it has to be what’s next!

Have Americans become more 
adventurous eaters? 

Yes. Palates are opening up, and 
people are willing to take little 
culinary adventures. That’s why I 
wanted to do a show like this - we 
frame each episode with a common 
theme, like snack food, and show 
people both how Americans do it 
and, say, the Senegalese do it. 

If you were planning a culinary 
dream trip, where would you go? 

I’m split. I’d love to go to Denmark 
and experience the imaginative 
food there, both in terms of fla- 
vors and how they’re presenting 
it. And I’d love to go back to Goa in 
India. I was recentiy there, and peo- 
ple are really experimenting with 
food, fusing Indian with Western. 

If I eat a dish on vacation and 
want to make it at home, how 
do I get the recipe? 

Try to ask for it, obviously. And 
then, it’s a combination between 
scouring the Internet and exper- 
imenting.

BARBARA (Unrated, 105 minutes) 
Christian PetzoLd’s “Barbara" revisits 
the quiet, everyday tragedies of the Iron 
Curtain era, when paranoia ran deep and 
forverygood reasons. With methodical, 
uninflected storytelling, Petzold cre- 
ates an exceptionally vivid portrait of 
a time that, in the intervening decades, 
seems both recent and ancient, a.h. 
DJANGO UNCHAINED (R, 165 minutes) 
The Jamie Foxx-led movie breathes 
refreshing, occasionally demented, 
life into the Civil War era, albeit in 
the pulpy, stylized cinematic lan- 
guage of director Quentin Tarantino. 
Where 2009’s “Inglourious Basterds" 
was little more than a larky specula- 
tive burlesque, “Django Unchained" 
possesses an unmistakable subversive 
power, its playfully insurrectionist 
spirit perhaps the modern-day pop- 
culture equivalent of far more high- 
stakes rebellions of yore.

LES MISERABLES (PG-13, 160 minutes) 
There are moments early on in “Les

entertaining as a superbly executed 
work of audacious ambition and scope.
